u se of ex p ress comp any serv ice. 
The v erd ict of gu ilty was giv en by 
the ju rv u nd er the d irection of Ju d ge 
8 . H. Bethea, before whom the case 
was tried . 
Sentence will be p assed 
this morning. 
It is p robable that 
neither will su ffer a greater p u nish­ 
ment than a small fine. 
Among the 
witnesses for the d efense was Rev . 
Hiram W. Thomas. 
Before the hearing was conclu d ed 
Bailiff Thomas Cu rrier was forced to 
ex clu d e a nu m ber of Mrs. Stock ham’s 
friend s from the cou rtroom. 
They 
hp came ov er enthu siastic at some of 
Attorney Clarence Harrow’s remark s 
and ev inced their feeling« by hand - 
clap p ing 
Sev eral witnesses were heard on 
each sid e of the case, inclu d ing Mrs 
Stock ham and Beck with in their own 
d efense. Mrs. Stock ham in testify ing 
told of her work , "asserting that the 
teaching on su bjects contained In the 
book in q u estion had he^om» her life 
work and that she d id not circu late 
the book with a p ecu niary motiv e. 


JU D G E COMMENTS ON TH E LAW. 
In d ecid ing the case Ju d ge Bethea 
said : 
“If these p ersons believ e they are 
right in teaching these su bjects so 
that the v ou ng mav le» rn of them 
tbev shou ld hav e their d octrines in­ 
terwov en in the laws of the land . 
“ If the gov ernment is old fashioned 
and old fogifled it is becau se it has to 
fo^ow the d at.« ♦■b«sa matter« the 
p ersons who believ e they are right in 
these matters shou ld hav e laws to 
su p p ort them . 
What we hav e to d o 
iR to u p hold the law as it stand s. The 
old fashioned father and mother be­ 
liev ed su ch su b jects as these were not 
for fcbp child ren. They were told Dot 
to tou ch them ju st as they were told 
not to steal and that is 
how the 
gov ernment came to hav e laws on the 
su bject, so far as the mails and ex ­ 
p ress comp anies are concerned . 
“I believ e Mrs. Stock ham had no 
intention of v iolating the law and d id 
only what she believ ed was right bu t 
this mam a Harv ard grad u ate and * 
p hv si'tian, 35 y ears old , has been in 
this bu siness for six y ears. He shou ld 
hav e k nown better. 
He shou ld be 
p u nished so he will remember the 
laws and so that other p ersons will
